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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Trezza 
(US20020067535) in view of Goldys et al. For claims 1 and 9, Trezza in [0022] describes an 
array of asymmetrical quantum well light modulators, but doesn't mention that it is a stepped 
quantum well. However, Goldys et al describe the field of asymmetrical quantum well light 
modulators (see p. 1084, col. 1, 1 st paragraph), and on page 1085, 1 st col., near the middle, they 
describe that their asymmetric quantum well is stepped. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to use Goldys et al's stepped quantum well in the prior art device as 
described by Trezza because Goldys et al teach on p. 1084, col. 1 end of the 1 st paragraph that it 
produces the desirable effect of having a more uniform electric field. For claims 2-7 and 8-13, 
Trezza et al also discuss a hybridized array see [0022]. The geometry of the structure being used 
as a grating with periodic array of pixels is covered by Trezza et al (see section [0022, (Fabyr- 
Perot modulator)] and fig. 3). The patterns and process of making them are known to one skilled 
in the art and are not critical elements and are found by ordinary routine experimentation.
